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The term "steroidal sapogenin" as used in claim 1 used to define the 
starting material and products of the process process of claim 1 of both 
claimed inventions 1 and 3 and in claim 20 to define the starting 
material and product of the process of claimed invention 2 has no well 
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regard it should be noted that the fact that this term may be used in the 
art (in particular in the patent literature) does not necessarily mean 
that it has a well recognised meaning. Consequently, the use of this term 
to define the starting materials and products of the process of claim 1 
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of claims 1-12 and 15-17 are only searched in so far as they the same in 
scope as claims 13, 18, 19 and 23. 
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10. This limitation 1s based on the statement made on page, lines 11-23 
of the description.
